2... be altogether unprofitable to your 
fellow fubjeéts. I think it is a maxim, uncontefted by 
arty but parties concerned in intereft, that the law, under 
its. modern management, is the greateft grievance under 
which the peopleof England labour. Some, and not altoge- 
ther ma/ a propos, have given it the denomination of a 
general ¢xcic; and argue thence, that all other excifes 
are mere fupernamerary burdens. Be that as it will, as 
my weekly brethren phrafe it, it will ferve well enough 
to introduce my following narrative. 

I was, other day, in fome company of the better 
fort, among which ‘was a parliament mam or two; fome 
of whom lamented the flow advances towards the redrefs 
of the fubjeét under. that almof peltilential. vifiration. 
When one of. the company, directing himfelf to CLEAN- 
per, one of thofe members of the houfe, declared his 
farprize, that »» great. and wife a: body, with all its ef- 
forts, had not been able to'find a remedy equal to the e- 
vil. Creanper had no fooner received the charge, but 
he began, with fome warmth, to offer excufes for 11. 
The multiplicity of public affairs afforded ones the un- 
acquaintednefs of moit, through whofe hands the redreis 
mutt pafs, yielded another ; and a third was raiied from 
the too great intereft lawyers have in the houic, who, 
whenever any thing of that nature was flarted, always 
made a violent oppofition, and coniequently rendered all 
fuch attempts ineflicacious. 

Timon, who made one of the company, having heard 
him out with his accuflomary good-temper ; fo focn as 
CLeanpER had finifhed his exeufatory province, took 
I grant, CLEAN- 
DER, the excufes you mention, have been frequently 
made; and, by men a little too indolent, have been as fre- 

uently allowed authentic. Neverthelefs, if you and 
this good company wil) afford mea little of your pati- 
ence, I perfuade myfelf, d fhall eafily invalidate all fuch 
pretences ; and demonftrate, that every one of them is 
unworthy the mouth or mind of a ‘enater. And 
as-to the firft, which is founded upon the multiplicity 
of public affairs, how weak is it! Can any thing demand 
amore f{peedy and intenfe regard, than an evil which is 
epidemical ? If a trading vefiel come from a place in- 











. fe€ted, the whole nation is allarmed, and very juftly : 


roclamations, and orders are immediately iffued for the 

tter fecurity of the people from an infection, dreadful 
in apprehenfion. Why then are we fo fupine under a vi- 
fitation, which,as experience demonitrates, more than four 
times in the year {weeps away its thoufands ? What coun- 
ty is there, of all the twenty four, that does not every 
aflizes produce us initances of parents offering up their 
children to this modern Mo LocH; or of children reci- 
procally facrificing their parents to the avaricious petu- 
fantce of fome neighbouring attorney ? Or which of all 
of them will not afford you oftentatious ftructures, raifed 
by thofe fons ot Mammon, upon the ruins of their fellow 
fabjeéts ? Does not this intreat, nay, fhould it not demand, 
as fpeedy a confideration, and as arduous a debate, as the 
mending of a road, or the naturalization of half a hun- 
dred foreigners? CLEANDER Was here going to pur- 
fue the dictates of impatience, and give fome interrup- 
tion to Timon; when the company perceiving it, cryed 
out one and all, Jo order, and detired ‘T'tmow to proceed. 

The fecond excufe is, in my humble opinion, conti- 
nued Timon, of lefs weight than the former. For if 
by unacquaintednels is intended an unskilifulnefs in the 
matters to be debated upon ; I would ask, are there not 
every feflion brought before them affairs equally intricate ? 
How few of that great number, which compofe that 
auguit aflembly, are acquainted with, or verfed in, mer- 
cantile matters ? Notwirth.tanding which, fcarce a feflion 
paffes, without having iomewhator other of that nature 
layed before them; and, where prejudice, interelt, or party 
are out of the queliion) to very good purpote? Even in 
places moft remote, diitant as both the Indies, their in- 
Auence has been found effeciual; when by hearing the

feveral parties, and after proper inquiries and {crutinies, 
they have informed their reafon, and eftablifhed their 
judgments. Our laws, thanks to our anceftors, are not 
com pofed of fuch unintelligible or immalleable ftuff, as to 
fet at defiance the head or hand of a good work-man. 
And if it-be the intereft or trade of thote who deal in 
them, to render them obicure by their forenfial glofies ; 
fre I am, that every perfon which makes a part of that 
awful affembly is, or ought to be, endued with fo much 
perfpicacity. and good fenie, as to diilinguifh between 
light and darknefs, when woth, or either, are fet before 
him. 

But I imagine the third excufe, as it isthe moft general 
may poffibly be thought the molt material, as it is raifed 
from the great intere:t, which the practicers. pretend to 
have-in that auguit aliembiy; and fromthe oppolition and 
artifice by that means made ule c: upun every attempt to 
wards a regulation. That our jav+ are grown fo volu- 
minous, as to want fome redu¢ic:, vas been allowed by 
the great VerutaM, Hares, Hout, and other the 
greateft ornaments of that profuion. But tho’ that 
would be an advanced ftep, and a very great one, towards 
the work in queftion; I dare not flatter myfclf with one 
hope towards fuccefs in fych a glorious undertaking, “tll 
fet on foot by majeity, who, like another Justinian, 
having it fincerely at heart, fhall have foul and fpirit to 
accompltfh that, which, fo accomylifhed, would be the 
julteit..act_of glory fince the conqueft. However, in 
my bumble opinion, that difficulty oug/it not to preclude 
or retard fubiervient inquiries and regulations. Pifmires 
and caterpillars raife our immediate indignation, in order to 
prevent their further devaftations : and to fruitrate the in- 
tended ruin of honeit families,isa work fo worthy an Englifh 
ieart, that it ought to incite all fuch to fet their hands 
to the plough with zeal and vigour. Breezes live upon 
the fores of our cattle; but not on fores of their own creat- 
ing: yet thefe, worfe than breezes, make the fores they 
fatten upon; and when they have gorged themfelves, 
ttarve thetr unfortunate feeders. For all which reafons, 
as I fayed before, every honeft man fhould with heart and 
hand profecute the labour; and, where his power is de- 
feétive, demonftrate, that his beft wifhes at leait are fait 
friends to the public. 

CLeanpeER, who had with fome appearance of impa- 





tience all along attended to Timon, here broke out, fay- 
ing: After all this plaufible harangue, if you could point 
out a path, I would allow you had done fomewhat: but 
till then I will offer my mite, rejoined Timon, 
it you will afford attention. And tho’ I fhould come 
fhort of my aim, I dare flatter myfelf, that what I offer 
may fet more prolific genius’s a working, fome of which 
may at laft produce a glorious completion. Englifh-men 
are allowed to be dextrous at improvements ; and I will 
not therefore deipair of our cleanfing this ftable of pollu- 
tion, having Hercuves fora prefident. Some late exa- 
minations feem to confefs a degeneracy in extortionary 
fees: but alas, thefe are not the roots, tho’ they may 
make fome part of the evil. Neverthelefs, the inquiry it- 
felf muft be allowed praife-worthy, however miftaken 
we find the inquirers. For fure it cannot be denied to 
be a poor f{pecimen of modern politics, in order to arrive 
at veracity, to make jury-men of parties. But, in fhort, 
extortion of office-fees, is but thé leafi part of the mal- 
practice complained of. To arrive therefore at the very 
core of the malady, I would humbly propofe, that a 
committee fhould be ballotted for, excluding, for very ob- 
vious reafons, all profefforsof the law < which committee, 
as in othercafes, fhould be invefted with power to fend 
for perfons, papers, and records, and to examine in the 
mott folemn manner. I would next advife, that fome 
particular caufe out of every court, from the Marthaliea 
to the King’s-bench, fhould be tele€ted for the fubject of 
inquiry 3 the attornies on each fide to attend to aniwer 
queltions, and give an account of their proceedings, and 
the reafons they went upon: that if, upon inquiry wirre- 
gularities are found, they fhould be noted for an amend- 
ment ; and the authors concerned in them, after a report 
is made to the houle, by a here neceffary aét given up 
to public infamy. By this means, the molt unskillful 
and unacquainted might arrive at a full information ot 
the delays and other mal-prattices daily committed : and 
thus the evil having been fearched to the very bottom,, a 
future act might wilely provide for the fecurity and tafety 
of the fubject. Such an unprejudiced and free inquiry 
wou!d foon fatisfy mankind, that bailiffs and catch-poles are
